Chemical analysis showed that the product is 99.02% to 99.46% pure. The product chemistry data
submitted corresponding to guideline reference (830.1550) satisfy the requirements outlined in 40
CFR 158.320,

830.1600 {descrintion of materials used to produce the product): The registrant has identified all the
starting materials to be used in the production of the TGAI and provided an MSDS for each starting
material. The product chemistry data submitted corresponding to the guideline reference 830.1600
(description of materials used to produce the product) satisfy the data requirements of 40
CFR1588.325. The description of the materials used to produce the product is outlined in MRID
485970-01.

830.1620 {description of production process): The registrant has described each step in the preduction
process for the manufacture of the TGA!, the reaction scheme at each step, and the recovery of the
intermediate and final product. Flowcharts of the process were also provided. The registrant
provided information cn the quality control measures, inspection of equipment, and equipment
cleaning procedure. The consistently high purity of the TGAI indicates that the preduct is of high
quality. The preduction process is described in MRID 485790-01. The preduct chemistry data
submitied correspending to guideline reference 830.16820 (description of production process) satisfy
the data requirements for 40 CFR158.330.

830.1670 (discussion on the formation of impurities): The registrant identified the known and potential
impurities and discussed the steps, reactions, and conditions that could generate the impurities
(MRID 485970-01). The registrant on February 16, 2012 via e-mail provided additional explanation on
few of the impurities present in the proposed product (see attachment). One of the impurities
reported on the revised basic CSF is of tox concern and was not present in the registered product.
The product chemistry data submitted corresponding to guideline reference 830.1670 (description of
formation of impurities) satisfy the data requirements for 40 CFR158.340.

Moisture content was determined by Karl Fischer titration, The
preliminary analysis is described in MRID 485970-02, The product chemistry data submitied
corresponding to guideline reference 830.1700 (preliminary analysis) satisfy the data requirements for
40 CFR158.345.

830.1750 (certified limits): The proposed certified limits for the active ingredient and impurities are based
upon the standard certified limits. The product chemistry data submitted corresponding to guideline
reference 830.1750 (certified limits) satisfy the data requirements for 40 CFR158.350,

830.1800 (enfercement analvtical method). The validation of the analytical method is descrbed in MRID
4854970-02. The HPLC-DAD method for analysis of the active ingredient was validated based on
accuracy, specificity, precision, and linearity, The HPLC-DAD method for the analysis of impurities
was validated for precision, accuracy, specificity, limit of detection (LOD) and limit of quantitation
(LOQ). The analytical method can be used to confirm the certified limits of Methomyl Technical. The
product chemistry data submitted cerresponding to guideline reference 830.1800 (enforcement
analytical method) satisfy the data requirements for 40 CFR158.355.

(MRID 485570-05), solubility in water (MRID 485870-06), dissociation constant (MRID 485970-07),
partition coefficient (MRID 485870-08), pH (MRID 485870-09), stability at normal and elevated
temperatures, metals and metal ions (MRID 485970-10), oxidation/reduction (MRID 485870-11), UV
absorption (MRID 485970-12), and vapor pressure (MRID 485870-13}. The physical-chemical data are
summarized in Table 2.

CONCLUSIONS:

The TREB has reviewed the product chemistry data submitted for Methomyl Technical and has concluded
that:

1. Al product chemistry data submitted for guideline 830 Series group A are acceptable.

2. The proposed revised CSF for the basic formulation (dated 02-15-12) is acceptable. One of the
impurities reported on the revised basic CSF is of tox concern and was not present in the registered
product.

3. The product chemistry data corresponding to 830 series group B are acceptable. These data are
summarized in Table 2.

4. The proposed product (File Symbol No. 70552-E) was determined not to be substantially similar to the
cited product with Reg. No. 352-366 from the product chemistry point of view due to different impurity

profile.

If this option is selected and implemented, the
Agency will discuss harmonizing the timeframe for both actions.
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3. Withdraw the application (the Agency retains 25% of the full fee for the fee
category estimated); or

If none of the above options is selected and implemented during the 21 day
content review period, the Agency will reject the application and retain 25% of
the fee.

B. A policy on documentation of offers to pay is still being developed, however, for a
me-too or fast track (similar/identical) new product, R300 or A530, an application
without the necessary authorizations of offers to pay will be placed into either R301 or
A531. The Agency recommends that authorizations of offers to pay be submitted with
other PRIA applications to avoid delays in the Agency’s decision.

C. Biopesticide applicants are advised to contact the Agency and discuss study waivers
prior to submitting their application to the Agency. Documentation of such discussions
should be submitted with the study waiver.
